The story comes from Illinois that a 
deaf-mute girl, a former pupil of the 
Institution at Jacksonville, has recov- 
ered her hearing throngh the agency 
of a " spiritualistic " medium. The 
girl had for a long time been afflicted 
with a physical disorder that resem- 
bled dropsy but which eminent physi- 
cians failed to properly diagnose, and, 
as a last effort to work a cure, was 
% placed under the treatment of a " doc- 
tor " whose whole stock in trade is his 
faith, and his notrums " the laying on 
of hands." The local paper says the 
girl had been deaf since she was one 
year old, and that now she can hear 
and understand ordinary conversa- 
tion. The paper also adds that the 
first words she spoke were : " I wish 
you a Merry Christmas." It looks as 
though they were trying to get up a 
boom on spiritualism out in Chester, 
III. It is entirely impossible that a 
woman who became deaf before the 
age when childish prattle begins, and 
who, according to her mother's testi- 
mony could not and has not uttered 
a word in twenty years, should sud 
denly give utterance to a well formed 
sentence. It may be true that she 
has in part recovered the power of 
bearing, but if such is the case, it has 
come about by natural physical causes. 
Oar readers will not take stock in such 
tales of the supernatural. It may be 
an advertising dodge to draw deaf- 
mutes into testing the " medium's" 
capacity, which he no doubt would be 
glad to demonstrate at the expense of 
the deaf-mutes' pockets. What sci- 
ence has failed to do, no " spiritnalis 
tic medium " can ever hope to accom- 
plish. Therefore, we say to our read- 
ers : Hold on to your cash, and do 
not be misled by newspaper reports 
into believing in miracles. The mil- 
leninm is not yet at hand.

Boys and girls 
otherwise physically strong would, but 
for the aid which these institutions 
give, be shut out from fellowship with 
their kind and defirived of the means 

of procuring livelihood, sare to the ex 

lent of mere animal imilati vencss. 

Thanks, however, to the persevering 

efforts of good men and a systematic 
style of teaching, there is not any 
branch in mechanics, literature or art, 
that is not open to the afflicted ones, 
and from the living evidences we have 
seen, they me able to hold their own 
in competition with those favored with 
the gilt of tongues. Nor is (here ap- 
parently any repining at their parti- 
cular deprivation. When instructed. 
as they are in the Institutions referred 
to, the pupils seem to possess a joy of 
their own — an inner consciousness, as 
it were, which makes the absence of 
the powers they never possessed all 
the less to be regretted. 

"Among the institutions of this 

class which challenge public commen- 
dation is that, al ;!abra, near Dublin, 
nude- charge of the Christian Brothers. 
In this country we take proud in the 
philanthropic efforts for the easement,

The ap- 
pearanoe of the boys in physical eon 
dilion are an attestation of the care 
taken of the inmates in material ro 
gards. We cordially commend Mr. 
Rue and his pupils to the generous at 
tenlioti Of the American people. The 
Irish elcTnetit in our midst will doubt 
lessly pay willing obedience to the re- 
commendation of the Church author! 
ties at home. 

'The (labia Institution was found- 
ed in the year 1H4(1 for tho mainte 
ii Hue and education of the deaf and 
dumb poor of Ireland. 

"The mule branch of the instil ul.ion 

is uqder immediate care of ihe Chris- 
tian Brothers, and the female branch 
is in charge of Sisters of SI. Dominic 
Roth OOmmUnitieS devote their lives 
without fee or reward to the teaching 
of ihe children. The number of pu- 
pils St present, under itisti uclion is 430 
boys and girls. The average period 
spent In the institution is six years. 
Alter school hours the children are 
taught various trades, to enablo them 
to become self supporting. The trades 
taught, are carpentry, tailoring, shoe 
making, baking, liarnessmaking, gar- 
dening, dressmaking, embroidery and 
knitting; also drawing and painting. 

" Although there have been received 
info the [nstitUtlOD since its opening 
ne. re than 2.000 deaf mutes, yet it is 
to be i 1 that there still remain 

nearly 4,000 uneducated, wailing, for 
want of funds, to bo relieved from 
their sad and helpless state of ignor- 
ance and misery. The Institution re- 
ceives DO endowment, or help from the 
Minent toward tho expenses of 
the 180 Inmates. In some coses the 
Poor Law Guardians pay a proportion 
of the expenses, which the committee 

ippleinent by £S 10s. per 
annum in each case. To meet Ihe 
outlay the committee have to depend 
.hi the voluntary cuiti ihut.ions of the 
public. The cost of the establishment. 

over £5,000 per annum, and we 
earnestly hope that this appeal from 

Inland lo America f'>r so holy an un 
dertaking will be as generously re- 
sponded tO as all that have preceded, 
and that, the results will enable Mr.

Austin, March 22, 1884.— The Deaf 
and Dumb Asylum here has suffered 
from the frequent changes of manage 
rnent and perhaps more from the 
changes in teachers and employes in- 
cident to the practice of each gover- 
nor in bouncing the superintendent. 
Until this office was made a place of 
reward the asylum was the nicest, 
most charming and orderly of any 
public institution at Austin. The 
snperintondent for half a lifetime 
scrupulously guarded, protected and 
trained the deaf mutes. He had not, 
a single relative under him to

Troops of friends and kinsmen, he 
did have, but these he kept from the 
asylum tables. Probably being a Re- 
publican — though this is denied — he 
knew after serving under Democratic, 
military and Republican administra 
tions for twenty five years, thai, the 

• merit of the civil service of the 
genera! government had so oonla 
ruinated by example all parties and 
governments that his place ** ould 
soon be required 

partisan. But he would give no pre 
text for his removal by quartering hi*. 
friends and kin upon the larders of 
the asylum. lie was nevertheless an 
obstruction and wuh removed. Since 
then the asylum bus annually dig 
its peck of trouble. Nearly every 
body who has been connected with its 
management, from stiperinter dents 
down to hostlers, has been disap- 
pointed. Probably fifty persons in 
its service have been fired out or 
compelled to fire themselves out. 
Two military superintendents I 
nil McCuiloch and Colonel Ford - 
have yielded to the demands of parti 
sanship. Meantime the children and 
teachers were worked upon and be 
came demoralized. This is all well 
known to readers of the Newt of the 
past eight years.

Referring to the discussion among 
lailroad officers concerning the imlii. 
Of the various uniform train 
sigusie that have been proposed, you 
ask me foi inparison of these 

signals with the gestures Used by deaf 
mutes to express similar ideas in their 

natural language of signs. 

For 00 ahead, the deaf mute moves 
his right, hand horizontally forward 
from the left side of his body, ending 
the gesture with a curve to the right, 
ihe forefinger being extended, and the 
sweep of the arm being greater or less 
according to his distance from the per 
son addressed or the emphasis with 
whicli he wishes to speik. A rapid or 
slow rate of r-peed is indicated by the 
rapidity or slowness with which the 
gesture is made. The same sign, with 
various slight modifications, is used by 
many Indian tribes. 

Wot Stop, the usual deaf mute sign is 
made by bringing Ihe right hand 
(open, fingers joined, thumb up) verti- 
cally downward with an energetic, mo 
lion upon the left hand (flat, palm up) 
held horizontally in front of the body. 
Most, of the Indian tribes whoso signs 
have been recorded employ mibstan 
tially the same goafuro for .Sreyi OT 

Halt : the essential element of the sign 

being the energetic downward motion. 

I'oi Back up, the deaf mute extends 

both hands in front of him, the fin- 
geri of one hand pointing toward 
of the oilier, and moves the two 
hands siinnl taneously backward toward 
his body, drawing an im iginary ob- 
ject bach with ihein. Kate of motion 
is indicated by the rapidity or slowness 
of the gesture. I have no record of 
Indian signs for this idea. 

Train parted i* a technical term that 
has not yet entered into the vocabulary 
ol deaf mutes (though from the infatu- 
ation that possesses some of this class 
to walk on the track, they certainly 
have abundant opportunity to become 

acquainted with everything pertaining 

to the subject), but I'diicd is rcprc 
■en ted by placing the lists together 
horizontally In front, of the body and 
moving them .apart from ouch othor. 

My description of these deaf mute 
signs may be lacking in clearness, but, 
I am sure that no person, however 
ignorant of the sign-language, if ho 

saw the signs themselves made by fe 
deaf mute, could 
their Hit/nilicance, 

IM of the sign for Stop J and that 
this also is a natural sign is evident 
from the adoption of its essential elo 
iiieut, by divers Indian tribes lin 
acquainted with one another as well as 
by deal mutes 

I see no reason why these signs are 

not perfectly applicable to all train 

signals made by the hand in the day 
lime, fend to those for Qq ahead and 
Stop at night, ; but to tho signs for 

Back up and Parted for night use, 
there is the objaotioo thai they require 

both hands, .and that, if .adapted to the 
employment, of one lantern, they might, 
be OOnftUed With one another, or with 
the signal for &0 nhnnl. 

iking at the snbject then, from 
the doable point of view ol nature dn t e t 
•md distinctness, I can imagine nothing 

better for day signals than those I see 

used on the BalUmote db Ohio trains, 

which pass my house; their signals for 
g0 ahead and ttep being based on es 
mi ntially ihe same idea as the deaf- 
mute and Indian signs, and that for 
back ii /> (the hand beckoning above 
the head) having the advantage of be 
ing made with one hand. Their night 
signals, though perfectly distinct and 

not Unnatural, have Ihe disadvantage - 
except in the admirable signal for 
"Stop," an up and down motion of the 

hmd or lantern ol not oorreaponding 

with the signals used by day,
